Tokyo 
Japan stagger- 


ed today under mounting cas- 
ualties from the whiplash of a 
weekend typhoon which left at 
least 2,548 dead or missing 
and 1,120,745 homeless. 


Weary officials at national 


police headquarters worked 
around the clock to keep up 
with the rising toll as rescuers 
dug through mud and debris 
for bodies. By noon they listed 
1,350 known dead, 1,198 miss- 
ing and 5.095 injured.

Largest Budget 


Largest single budget in the 


county is that of the charities 
and 
corrections 
section — 


mainly administered by the 
Outagamie'county department 
of public welfare. The budget 
totals $1,185,297 for next year, 
about twice as much as any 
other department budget. The 


total is $49,061 ntore than this 
year's. Size of the budget is no 
measure of county funds con- 
tained hi it, since a great deal 
of the money passing through 
the department is repaid the 
county by the state and fed- 
eral government. 


For'example, three of the 


largest,amounts and the net 
cost to the county (total cost 
minus what the federal and 
state government* repay) are 
old age pensions, $370,000 to- 
tal, $34,000 net; aid to' de- 
pendent children, $327,380 to- 
tal, $56,825 net, and adminis-

Within the department's bud- 
get, the largest increase is in

September checks a summary 
of the provisions of the Vet- 
erans Pension act of 1959 en- 
acted by the 86th congress.

pensation checks for service- 
connected disabilities will not 
receive information about the 
new law because it docs not 
apply to them. 


The new law provides that 


the amount of pension will be 
based on the amount of other 
income which the veteran or 
dependent receives, he ?s»id. 
The greater the other income 
the lower the pension. 


The new law will not be ef-

In 1880, Orchard party 


Oneidas moved from Con* 
necticut and New York to 
SmltfafWd, the site of pres- 
ent Kimberly. These Indians 
had resisted the teachings 
"of the early 'missionaries 
and had embraced Metho- 
dist ..teachings. 
, In 1832, they constructed a 
church at Smithfield. It was 
the first 
Methodist church 


west of Lake Michigan. Later 
the Orchard party Indians, in 
accordance with treaties with 
the Menominees, moved north 
to become neighbors of their 
kinsmen and they carried 
their church with them. 


The Oneidas whose name 


means'"the. kindly people of 


the standing rock," had be- 
come friends of the white man 
early in our 'nation's history. 


Fought in Revolution 


Their great chief Shenan- 


doah enlisted his tribe on the 
Colonial side in the Revolution 
as early as 1777. The Oneidas 
were proud of their part play- 
ed in forming an independent 
America. . 
. 


' They'were well along in 
assimilating 
their 
white 


brethren's ways when they 
arrived in Wisconsin. When 
they met with the woodland 
and plain Indians' cultures, 
their own. culture continued 
to be diluted and to slip 
away. 
Unlike the other Indians in 


the state, the Oneidas formed 
a democratic form of govern- 
ment under a council of chiefs 
and 
English 
progressively 


took the place of then* own 
tongue. .,/ 
Civil War Volunteers 


When the Civil war struck, 


the Oneidas speaking through 
their council of chiefs volun- 


teered the services of their 
braves. The Spanish American 
war saw Chief Joseph Mctox- 
en offering 100 braves and the 
16-piece Indian band to the 
nation's service. 


The Episcopal and Meth- 


odist cemeteries in the com- 
munity have many grave* 
•tones evincing the Indians' 
service In all of the nation's 
wars, from the Civil war 
through the Korean action. 
Despite this strong patrio- 


tism; the Oneidas were reser- 
vation India'ns from 1822 to 
1902. 
In October, 1902; the 


Oneidas had .their first poli- 
ng places and were able to 
vote as a unit although some 
of the tribe had been voting 
as early as 1899. 


First Voter 


Lehigh Wheelock in 1899 at- 
empted to vote, but James 
3arvey of Freedom refused 
lim a ballot .and Wheelock 
.ook the case to court where 
Circuit Judge John Goodlanc 
ruled in Wheelock's favor. 


Some 125 of the tribe took

smallpox, 'diphtheria, typhoid, 
and so on. 


TB used to be, in days gone 


by, a disease that struck 
nostly at young adults. Today 
.his has changed, and con- 
inues to change. The elderly 
male, statistics prove, Is now 
he common carrier. The 
average age of victims discov- 
ering they have TB Is 45, and 
it is predicted that the aver- 
age will go higher. 


True, young people still get 


it. So do babies and little chil- 
dren. But the average is 45. 


Too often the older man or 


woman with a cough passes 
it off as bronchitis, smoking 
cough, sinus or whatnot. The 
cough may be TB, nnd old- 


sters, all too often, are carry- 
ing and spreading TB to ehil 
dren and grandchildren. This 
must be prevented. 


What .shall we do? Oldsters 


who have a cough .should have 
a chest X-ray, and either dis- 
cover the TB or have proof 
that It does not exist. 


For the patient with an ar- 


rested case, like you, X-rays 
and sputum tests at regular 
intervals are the means of 
proving the disease remains 
arrested, and harmless. 


Finally, a patient who has 


been in a TB hospital has 
learned to muffle a cough, 
avoid careless expectorating 
trap a sneeze. 


He learns that, although his 


own case has ben halted and 
rendered harmless to others 
he must forever be alert 
against a recurrence of the 
disease. 


I do not by any means im- 


ply that e person who has 
had TB will get it again, but 
he must be aware that he 
might, and must constantly 
be on guard against it.

What About Education?' 


The American Federation of Teachers, 


with a membership of about 55,000, has 
been trying to encourage members of the 
teaching profession to join its AFL-CIO af- 
filiated union. But the highlights of its con- 
vention in Minneapolis this month em- 
phasized the aim of higher and higher ma- 
terial benefits for the members with most' 
ly empty words about the little matter of 
educational quality. 


The AFT blames the alleged failure of 


the teaching profession to keep up with the 
"space age" upon the domination of the 
administrator, lack of imagination in teach- 
ing and a dangerous trend away from 
reliance upon the classroom teacher, and 
not enough money. But, broken down into 
detail, the AFT solutions are indicative of a 
limited aim. 


The AFT argues that the administrator 


has no business belonging to a teachers' 
organization, such as the National Educa- 
tion association, and that the position of ad- 
ministrator should be rather like a furnace 
custodian. "The administrator . . . is in 
the school only to make the job of teach- 
ing easier." Nothing is said about making 
the job of teaching better or offering to the 
students some higher quality. 


As far as teaching methods are con- 


cerned, the AFT attacks those who would 
merely defend the status quo but then 
violently opposes many of the suggestions 


The Fall of Quebec 


Two hundred years ago this month Gen. 


Wolfe and his British troops successfully 
scaled the Heights of Abraham and fought 
a battle that led to the ending of the • 
French rule in the New World. 


Actually the scige and battle were part 


of a concerted move by the English to oust 
the French and also another event in a 
series of British-French wars at that partic- 
ular time called the Seven Years' war. In 
the Western Hemisphere, the attack con- 
sisted of troop and ship movements to take 
Louisburg, Crown Point, Ticonderoga and 
Duquesne. 


The scige and capture of Quebec is al- 


most typical in that its success depended 
upon the ingenuity of the English and the 
reliance of the French upon a supposedly 
impregnable fortress. Wolfe had been re- 
pulsed earlier in the month when ho 
crossed the Montmorency river at low tide, 
lost five hundred men and was forced by 
coming night and the rising tide to retreat 
to his camp. Searches along the north bank 
of the St. Lawrence brought to light an in-, 
let come to be known as Wolfe's Cove. 


After ^ark-on the night of Sept. 12. 


1,600 men in 30 flat bottomed boats drifted 
silently down the river. There were no 
lights. Talking was prohibited. The path up 
the 250 foot cliff was barely wide enough 
for two men. French sentries heard the 
approach and fired down into the darkness 


for better teaching that have been advised 
by reliable groups. Television teaching is 
merely a "mechanical device" and is de- 
nounced as a mass education substitute for 
the traditional teacher-pupil relationship.

Its attitude to- 
ward merit increases for the exceptional 
teacher is of violent opposition, not because 
of the practical difficulty of administering 
such raises, but simply because it con- 
flicts with the AFT backing of tenure and 
schedules. Here the AFT is merely mouth- 
ing words when it demands such salary 
security and then talks about "true pro- 
fessional status." 


The AFT quite obviously aims at status 


for the teacher which has little to do with 
ability, quality of teaching, requirements 
of differing communities, and practically 
nothing whatsoever to do with education.

the battle although each is reported to 
have said he was dying happy, the one be- 
cause the French were on the run, the oth- 
er so that he would not see the surrender 
of Quebec.

mains strong to this day with the language 
spoken in the province of Quebec and lit- 
erally making the country bilingual. But 
the loss of British colonial possessions to 
the young United States a few decades 
later somehow meant the eradication of 
most of the French below the border ex- 
cept in place names and a few descendants. 


New Methods in Prospecting 


The argument over the possibility of 


finding ore or water underground by the 
use of a divining rod or a dowser has gone 
on for several centuries but there still is no 
good evidence that it is a dependable meth- 
od. 


The dowser usually was a forked twig of 


a tree which was supposed to turn earth- 
ward of its own volition, or In fact even 
against the best efforts of the person hold- 
ing it, and point directly at the spot where 
water or ore might be found. Today tho 
most scientific search for ore is using tree 
twigs occasionally hut in an entirely differ- 
ent way. An article in the Wall Street 
Journal points out that scientists may ex- 
amine tree twigs, leaves and blades of grass 
or other bits of vegetation chemically in 
the hope of finding evidence of under- 
ground ore bodies. The traces of ore ab- 
sorbed through the plant's roots may point 
the way to an important discovery. 


The large mining companies have sci- 


entists using their knowledge of physics 


and chemistry to locate mineral deposits. 
Since the information obtained usually is 
kept a closely guarded secret. It is impossi- 
ble to know how much mineral has been 
located and is being held in reserve. The 
old pick and shovel prospector and even 
the trained geologist has been left behind 
by the new methods. A modern prospector 
can cover tremendous areas of land by 
flying over it in a helicopter trailing a 
small radio device which sends out signals 
and picks them up again as they bounce 
back from the earth. Changes in signals in- 
dicate clearly to the operator the areas in 
which ore may be found. How&vcr. air 
prospecting is expensive and there is plen- 
ty of room for error even by the most sci- 
entific methods. But the fact is that much 
better knowledge of oil an'd mineral re- 
serves is known today than ever before. 
And thi's means that in case of need it may 
be possible to increase the output of almost 
any mineral product within a reasonably 
short time.

High school senior. 


Miss Ward, who prefers to 


be called Sue, is the daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth 
Ward, 1901 W. Prospect ave- 
nue. 


She was the first American 


Field service exchange stu- 
dent sent for a summer to 
the Faroe islands, a rocky, 
barren 
Danish 
possession 


about 200 miles southeast of 
Iceland in the Atlantic, with 
540 square miles of land—the 
same area as Lake Winne- 
bago. 


High Patriotism 


Life on the Faroes is not 


as easy as life in the United 
States, Sue relates, but the 
people have an indomitable 
patriotism that helps them 
live with a gusto that is only 
Faroese. 


Sue believes the AFS pick- 


ed her somewhat accidentally 
for the Faroe trip. She told 
officials she lives just outside 
the city, works occasionally 
in a garden and her family 
has a few animals. 


AFS attempts to match ex- 


change students with appro- 
priate families, rather than 
countries. The organization 
picked her to live with Dr. 
and Mrs. Niels P. Holm, 
whose daughter, Turid, 
was the first Faroese 


(miles out of Torshaven, capi- 
tal city, of the Faroes, with 
about 6,500 inhabitants. They, 
too, have a garden—in which 
they, like everyone else, raise 
only beets, potatoes and rhu- 
barb. They, too, have animals 
—70 sheep. There are 70,000 
sheep on the islands, compar- 
ed to 30,000 people. 


"You can see," Sue laughs, 


"life was very simple." Even 
though her "father" was an 
eye, ear, nose and throat spe- 
cialist and his practice ex- 
tended throughput the 21 is- 
lands, he and his family went 
fishing daily to catch their 
supply of fish, as do all island- 
ers.

Straightforward Theme . 


Although 
MF. K. rebuffed 


the heckling about Hungary, 
about censorship, and about 
other 'dark spots in his re- 
gime, it must be said, I be- 
lieve, that on the basic theme 
of his 
visit - he has 
been 


straightforward. He has not 
glossed over, indeed he has 
emphasized, the fact that the 
iwo social orders are rivals. 
He has insisted, 
of course, 


that the Soviets will win the 
competition. But he has ad- 
mitted frankly that it will 


years of very hard ef 


fort to catch up with us and to 
surpass us. This was an ad 
mission, indeed it was an ar 
gument, that the Soviet 'Un 
ion must have peace for many 
years to come. 


There is no way 'of telling 


now whether he communi- 
cated this message to the mul- 
titudes 
who saw and heard 


him on television. But there 
is little doubt that he has 
been understood by the Unit- 
ed States government, which, 
as a matter of fact, has' for 
some considerable time re- 
alized 
the Soviet need for 


peace and Mr. K's intention to 
avoid war. 


In fact, the president -would 


not have invited Mr. K. to 
come to Washington had he 
not been certain that the Sovi- 
et Union and Mr. K. want to 
avoid war, to avoid it, not be- 
cause they love us but be- 
cause-they themselves need

Crucial Point 


This was the crucial point. 


It has injected an element of 
sincerity and credibility into 
Mr. K's persistent appeals for 
peace. If this crucial point is 
true, it marks the 
radical 


difference between the total- 
itarianism of the Soviet Union 
today and the totalitarianism 
of Germany under the Nazis. 
For Hitler's . goals could be 
achieved only by military con- 
quest. 
The Soviet goals in 


:he era over which Mr. K. pre- 
sides cannot be achieved, in- 
deed they would be utterly im- 
jossible, if there were war. 


Now that the serious discus- 


sions are beginning, we can- 
not afford to be distracted and 
diverted from the main pur- 
Jose of the exchange of visits 
jy the trivialities and the ir- 
relevancies of the pitter-pat- 
er of the propagandists and 
of the exhibitionists. We have 
need to talk with Mr. K. and 


has need to talk* with us. 


?or while our conflict is irre- 
concilable in this generation, 
joth of us know that it can- 
not be settled by arms.
